Scheme. If we take only a View of Nature, 
as fhe performs her Works and Functions 
ordinarily, we can be at no Lofs to know 
‘how far fhe errs ; and as nothing virulent 
ought to be return’d into our Veilels, thae 
being an extraneous Body to Nature, it is 
not hard to perceive how much fuch-a Pro- 
cedure deviates from her’: In exceflive Vo- 
miting, and fuch is raifed by thefe ftrong 
Mercurials, all the Veffels of the lower

‘this Method not out of Choice, but we do 


jt to avoid a greater Inconvenience; for

In that Cafe it is more eligible to draw off 
the virulent Humours from thefe Parts, 
and eradicate them throughly afterwards, 
by proper Means, than to {nffer fo great a.

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Ivis very ftrange how Men will fand out 
againft full Evidence ; there are Numbers of 
Inftarices to prove’Salts in our Juices, and | 
yet many there are who cry down any Da-— 


‘mage enfuing from thence ; or, however, 


without any regard to fthefe ravaging Bo- 


dies, they truft toa Receipt, to an Arcanum, 


to eradicate the Diforder, and call all Rea- 
foning in the Cure flippery. Where is the 
Difference between the Quack and Phyfi- 
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cian, if the Cafe ftandsthus? The one and 
the other truft to Receipts alike, they both 
reafon alike, and I can’t fee but their Ti-’ 
tles to Pradtice and Succefs are equal, only 


| the Phyfician may know better ; ‘but if he Gh 
_ contemins that Knowledge, is he not exadtly — 


_ Upon a Level with the Quack? What 
proves tt an Effluvium, or Steam, is its paf- 
fing thro’ the Pores of a Machine now too 
much in ufe. And what need we wonder 
at this, when Liquors themfelves, grofs as 
they are, will pafs thro’ the Pores of our 
Skin and of a Bladder, if I am well in- 
formed. Do we not fee how the Steams of 
the Sympathetick Ink pafs thro’ a Book of 
a large Size ? And furely thefe are full as 
fubtile and as deftruétive ; Steams are only 
-thofe Bodies we fee, reduced into very mi- 
nite, and into their component Parts: The 
. Air, asa Prefs, forces them up by its Weight, 
and they yield by their lefs Gravity, fo that: 
in mounting they pierce our Senfory of: 
-pmelling, and twinge us ; and this is true 
in the Acid Spirits, as well as the Volatile, 
*» Which Sentiment, before I attempt ta 
eftablith, Jeft Difputes may arife about 
Words, youare to obferve two Things ; 
by an Effluvium, as is faid, I underftand a _ 
certain thin Matter, or certain flender aerial — 
Corpufcles thrown out and attraéted in the 
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Time of Copulation : By an Acid, Imean 
hard, friable, conical; and feptical Salts, 
whofe Corpufcles being diffolved, affociate 
them({élves with the minuteft Particles of 
any Liquors, and arreft their Motion, and 
at length corrode the folid Parts 5 and, in 
fhort, the Lues is nothing but this Acid Ef 
‘flwoinm communicated to the Parts, which 
ereeps infenfibly into the Blood. For the 
moft part, an impure Embrace is the imme- - 
‘mediate Occafion of this venomous Aura, 
by which the Parts are defiled, in which it. 
lurks for three or four Days, and fome- 
times for as many Months, without giving 
any Sighs of Infeétion, till at length it 
changes and perverts the Spermatick Parts 
by its acute and pungent Particles: What 
Body, fave an Acid Effluvium, could lie fo 
long conceal’d in the Parts, ‘without pro- 
ducing tremendous Effeéts? For were it : 
of a very volatile Nature, the Warmth of 
the Body diffolving it, there would imme- 
diately enfue Symptoms very terrible.

fay, fron what other Caufe arife a Numb- 
nefs-of the Parts, a Laziniefs and Wearinefs 
of the Body, aSadnefs and Melancholy, if 
not from this Humout? For it congeals all — 
our Fluids, and renders them fharp and 
poapen ety skseh nr nerooak sabi: 
As 4 farther Teftimony of this Humour, 
let us confider the Sleeprefs in the Day- 
_ tinvé of fuch as ‘até “infeéted, and Reftlefl- 
mes at Night ; for a8 the Patient by Day 1s 
- fabje& to reft from Wearinefs, arifing from 
the ‘thicken’d Juices; fo by Night the 
Warmtli of the Bed puts in Motion thefe 
fixed Humours ; and they being fharp and 
aculeated, are hurried forward every where, 
and ptick atid gall the Membranes unmer- 
__eifully, and introduce Pains, which we call 
Nocturnal, difturbing our natural sient eg 
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. If what is affirmed by fome grave Au; 
thors be true, to wit, that many have been 
infected by exceffive Venery alone, by diffi- 
ating the native Heat, and occafioning a 
chilled Blood, from whence Symptoms of 
the Venereal Kind have commenced ; then 
it will-be a Confirmation, that however the 
Blood is rendered fixed and acid, it would 
become venereally affected, But I much © 
~ fufpe& fuch Hiftories of Credulity ; where- 
‘fore fhall only obferve, that Perfons thus af- 
fected feldom become feverifh, whichfhews _ 
the Nature of the Humour offending, 
_ Moreover, we perceive, that the Reme- 
_ dies point out to us the Caufe ; for Vene- 
rea] Perfons are cured by warming and vo- 
latile Medicines, Guaiacum being the chief 
Antidote known in the Weft Indies, from 
whence we firft receiv’d this Poifon. Or, 
however, the Poifon is to be obtunded and 
refitted, which are truly the Properties of 
the Guaiatum : For Guaiacum, if diftill’d, 
affords an acid Spirit and an Oil; and if re- 
diftilled, gives alfo a volatile Salt, that is, 
it gives out an, oily volatile Salt, both virs_ 
tually and a@ually, by which it cures this 
virulent Difeafe. However, Guaiacum is 
hardly a fufficient Remedy in our Climate, 
where the Pores are not near fo open as in 
the Weft-Indies ; and therefore Dr. Lifter 
| oo) Bs 
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pays too great a Compliment to it, or.ra2_ 
ther miftakes its Virtues, when he makes it 
a Remedy againft the ill Confequences of 
Mercury and the Pox too: Not but that it 

isan excellent Remedy ; but it will not an- 
{wer here, as every comnion Praditioner 
can affirm ; becaufe our Pores being clofer; — 
and the Humours being more pent up than 
— in a@ warmer Climate, thefe Humours don’t 
fo readily make their Efcape thro’ them, as 
thro’ other Paffages ; the Stomach, the In- 
teftines, and falival Glands, being found by 
Experience to pafs them more effe@ually 
here, than the Miliary Glands do: But in - 
general, warm and obtunding Medicines 
have a good Effed in Poxes, if they are not 
forbid by fome dangerous Circumftances ; 
and if they are, we wander much from the. 
_ genuine and eradicating Cure, and only in- 

fit upon the Palliative. a i 
_ And fince I have mentioned this Place 
from whence we firft received this Difeafe, 
the Reader, I hope, will pardon a {mall 
‘Digreflion upon the Manner of its Rife. 
Some Authors, I know, believe it was in 
Being in David's Time, who complain’d of 
having a Pain in bis Bones ; and do farther 
fay, that the Blotches of Egypt, the Scabs _ 
and incurable Itch were plain Signs of this 
Difeafe. Others again do believe, Sweto- 
an A nius 
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‘mius meant this Difeafe in defcribing Caius. 


Auguftus’s Diforder ; as does Tacitus when 
he {peaks of the Diftemper of Tiberius 5 and 


_ that Hippocrates, in mentioning Rotrennels 


of the Bones of the Nofe and Palate, means 
this Difeafe. But it muft be granted, that . 
all thefe are ambiguous Affertions ; and if. 
this Diforder could have been. propagated in 
the ordinary way, itmuft have been in very 
early Days known in this our Ifle ; fince the 
Romans could not want Subjects cnough in 
a conquered Country to propagate their Fe- 
male Conquefts alfo: Whereas it is certain, 
it. was never fpoken of by the Phyficians, 
whofe Province it was to regifter it, till af-_ 


ter the Conqueft of the Weft Indies by the 


Spaniards. \n that large Continent there- 


fore, and no where elfe, muft we feek for . 


its fir. Origin ; and as little Satisfaction 
can be expected from a brutifh People, fol 


am afraid the moft accurate Account muft — 


be taken from Hiftorians, who, doubtlefs, 
have. received lame Accounts from thefe 


“conquered: Pagans, Oviedo has defcribed, 


among other Animals, quadruped Serpents, 


called Inguana’s, which the Indians fed 


greedily upon ; and the Spaniards finding 


‘them lufcious Vidtuals, alfo eat plentifully 


of them. He fays, their Fielh was more 


~ pleafant than that of Rabbits; and adds, 


that 
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that they hurt noné, fave thofe that were 
poxed : Which Difeafe, although they had. 

been long cured of it, this Diet did them | 
immediate Damage, and even renewed, and 
again excited this Diftemper, altho’ they had 
_. been many Years cured of it; which, fays 
he, our Men experienced by innumerable. 
Examples : Thus far this Hiftorian. Now, 
as a certain Diet may produce Difeafes, fo 
may it happen in this Cafe: And as Dr. 
Lifier on this Head obferves, thofe Serpents — 
ufed to be befet with Condylomata, as Men 
and Women are with the Pox; fo he thinks 
it natural to believe, this Serpent firft pro- 
duced it, by being the common Food of the 
Indians. He confirms all this by the Hydro. — 
_ phobia ; where it is obferv’d, that the Bite 
of a mad Dog produces a peculiar Sort of 
Madnefs: fo he does not fee why a peculiar 
Difeafe might not {pring alfo from a pecu- 

liar Diet. ot burs ‘a 
_. However, as nothing-can be affirmed on 
this Head, I leave thefe Difputes to the Cu- 
rious, who have leifure Time to fearch in-

till by the’Heat of Fridtion it is attenuated 
and inferted into the Body; and fooner or 
later betrays itfelf by a Gonorrhea, Puftules, 
Tubercles, Shankers, and moft contumacious 
Ulcers: But the groffer Parts of this Virus 
breed Tubercles; the flarper and more mi- 


nute produce Ulcers, as alfo Heatsof Urine _ 


or Stranguries, by pricking and fretting the 


tender Membranes, and fo perverting their 


Struature, and creating at laft Ulcers there. 
From hence this Effuvium, unlefs it be

Uleerations, and foon after the whole Body 
i is “a.

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. was tainted with Blotches; and, in fhort,2 - 
confirmed Pox enfued,. of which fhe was 
cured by a ftrong Salivation, : 
- Although Ihave handled the chief Symp- _ 
toms of this Difeafe already; yet, becaufe 
itis of great Moment, and concerns very — 
many rightly to diftinguifh the firft Onfets 
of this dreadful Enemy ; left, as it often 
happens, it fo much more furely demolifhes 
‘us, as it lurks unknown within us: Where- 
fore Lfhall paint it in its native Colours, 
_ by fhewing its deftructivé Signs, which will 


sive every one a clear Light into their Con= ~ 


dition. But I fhall here only take notice 
of arecent Lues, that People may betake 
themfelves to a prudent Phyfician in due 
time ; for as to an old confirmed Pox, every 
comnion Perfon may know it; but, GOD ° 
knows, it is offew too late to apply to a 
Phyfician, when it comes to betray itfelf — 
in fo manifeft and open a Manner.

moreover, a wandring and jerking Pain

a-Drowlinefs more than common, tho’ at- 
the fame time an uninterrupted Reft, do all 
Shew a Seizure ; which Symptoms agree 
pretty exaétly to Truth, and which we can 
derive from no other Caufe, prefuppofing 
an impure Commerce, more fitly than ftom.

But when the Diftemper is advanced to_ 
the Degree we now treat of, we entertain 
very different Thougths; ’tis a frightful 
Malady, and requires the Phyfician’s Care, 
and the Patient’s Application in good earneft, 
Hoarfneffes,- which are lafting, are very fuf- 
picious, becaufe they arife from Secretions | 
of acrimonious Humidities into the Lungs, — 
which feldom fail of introducing fatal Con- 
fumptions. Leannefs is a Sign of great 
Acrimony in the Humours, fhaving off the 
Nutritious Juices, and conveying them by 
Urine too plentifully ; fo that the Expence 
becomes greater than the Repairs.

Achs denote aRottennefs of the Bones ; i#- 
ternal Ulcers are incurable ; Nodesand Ex- — 
oftofes are curable by Salivation only; Night 
Pains. are hard to be alleviated, but are 
cured by Salivation molt. effectually: Rot- 
ten Bones are only cured by {extirpating 
them, whether by Cauteries potential or

Firft, 1 think the whole Body of Phy- 
fick agree, it is not convenient that Metal 
fhould lodge in our Veins; for which, I 
conceive, many Reafons may be affign’d ; 
among the Principal, the Difference of 
Gravity between our Fluids and Mercury 
is a Reafon not to be deny'd; for as itis 
thirteen times heavier than the Blood, it will 
be apt, upon any fmall Occafion, to fublide 
into fome minute Corner ; and who knows 
the Confequence of fuch a Procedure?

Negligent, or, to fay more truly, Igno- 
rant: However, nothing is more common 
than this Complaint, becaufe nothing is 
more frequent than to.meet with Patients _ 
who have been ill handled by Pretenders 
to Phyfick; they deal in Mercury unmer- 
cifully; they give it with a plentiful Hand; — 
they make no Difference in Conftitutions ; 
it is given, it is retain’d, it breaks, rears and 
 rends all; the Taker knows not why he 
_fhould grow worfe, and the Giver dees 
not know to mend his Hand; fo that
